Service. If fo; then take we heed of all grofs mi- 
ſtakes 'in the matters of our Religion;let us beware, 
teſt we be corrupted in our Fudgments, either by the 
Papiſt on the one hand,or the S:2ary on the other 
let ns not farisfy our ſelves, that our 7#tentions are 
reght ; but look we that our Inforneations be” not 
wrong ; for, if they be, what we do, as Duty, may
